There is no reason why any man should 
be irreplaceable particularly in view of the 
fact that the inevitability of death makes 
it necessary that every man shall be re- 
placed, sooner or later. 

It is that fact that makes Alderman 
Hanna's motion, or one similar to it, es- 
sential to the efficient operation of the 
city. 

For if the civic administration knows 
that a man must vacate his position at a 
certain definite time, the administration 
will take steps to see that a substitute is 
ready to succeed him. 

When it is necessary to recall retired 
employes to carry on the city’s business, 
it is clear that such preparedness has been 
neglected and that the administration has 
fallen short of its clear and imperative 
duty. 

Certainly the city will not be able to 
secure the highest type of young people 
for civic jobs if it offers no hope for 
reasonably certain and reasonably rapid 
advancement. 

But how can there ever be room at the 
top if we are going to perpetuate the myth 
that anybody is indispensable?

Canasta 


By OSWALD JACOBY 

“We have had many friendly ar 
Guments,” writes a San Francisco 
reader, “about the best way to 
play in a Canasta tournament 
Some say that you must play de- 
fensively to prevent your oppon- 
ents from running up a big score 
Some say that you play your regu- 
jar game, just as though it wasn't 
a tournament. Others say that you 
must play aggressively, in the hope 
of piling up a big score. Who is 
right?” 

Perhaps I'd better start by ex- 
plaining how tournaments are usu- 
ally conducted. Then my answer 
will be clearer. 

In a tournament you play 
@gainst a different pair of oppo- 
nents every half ur, When you 
finish at each table, both pairs 
must agree on the score. The low- 
er score is substracted from the 
higher score. The difference is 
carried forward as a plus score by 
the winning pair and as a minus 
score by the losing pair 

For example, suppose the Smiths 
score 3200 points while the Browns 
score 4800 po-nts. The difference 
is 1600 points. The Browns are 
given credit for plus 1600. The 
Smiths have a score of minus 1600 

t's important to notice that the 
Smiths don't get any credit at all 
for their 3200 points. A high score 
goesn't mean a thing if your op 
ponents have even a higher score 

At the end of the tournament 
(usually about five half-hour 
rounds), you add up all the scores 
that you made against the various 
opponent For example, you 
might have minus 1200 on one 
tound; plus 1100 on the second 
mound; plus 2500 on the third 
round; plus 800 on the fourth 
round; and minus 200 on the fifth 
round. The sum of all of this would 
be plus 3000 

A final score of plus 3000 prob- 
ably wouldn't a large tourna- 
ment Some other pair would 
probably have four or five good 
ecores and come in with a score 
of more than SOW points. You 
can sometimes lose one round and 
still get the highest score for the 
session, but you can’t afford to 
lose more than one round. There's 
no rule about this, of course, but 
those are probabilities 

This helps us decide on a win- 
ning line of play. In general, you 
must play aggressively in the hope 
of piling up a big score, At the 
game time, you must try to keep 
the opponemts from scoring too 
much. It will do you no good to 
jet them score as much as you do

CHAMP FAVORED AT 7-5 


Jake LaMotta Defending 
Hoodoo Title Tonight 


NEW YORK. July 12—(UP)— 
With a physician in his corner, 
unpopular Jake LaMotta of New 
York will attempt tonight his first 
defence of the world middle- 
weight crown—the ring's “Jo- 
nah” diadem—against handsome, 
young Tiberio Mitri of Italy, 
Europe's best 160-pounder 

In the white glare of Madison 

Square Garden's ring lights, 
stocky, bull-shouldered LaMot- 
ta will try to keep the hoodoo 
title that brought bad luck and 
untimely death to Marce! Cer- 
dan, Vince Dundee, Tiger Flow- 
ers, Harry Greb, Billy Papke, 
Stanley Ketchel and Kid Mc- 
Coy. 

LaMotta was favored at 7-5 be- 
cause he is champion, because he 
is so rugged he never was knock- 
ed off his feet in 93 professional 
fights, and because he has a with- 
ering body attack that wears 
down most opponents. 

But his persona! physician, Dr 
Filippo Brunori of the Bronx, 
will be in Jake's corner because 
the “Bronx Bull”, at 29, has gone 
through a difficult ordeal in par- 
ing down to the 160-pound limit 
for the first time since he won 
the title from the late Marcel 
Cerdan at Detroit, June 16, 1949 
His lowest weight for three non- 
title bouts this year was 168% 
pounds. Doctor Brunori was in 
the gymnasium every day during 
LaMotta's training. Also in the 
corner will be Al Dinapoll, a 
trainer imported from Detroit 

Were it not for the “smears” 


this bout has received, the 

Bronx Bull and the Tiger of 
Trieste might be fighting for a 
$120,000 gate tonight; for they 
are battling for top honors in 
the ring’s most active division, 
and the show will not be tele- 
vised or broadcast in the 

United States. 

However, the International 
Boxing Club will be fortunate if 
the show attracts 13,000 fans and 
$75,000. LaMotta’s first defence 
lost much lustre because of five 
postponements against three po- 


tential challengers, and because 
Mitri—though unbeaten in 52 
bouts—is challenging as a re- 


placement for injured Rocky 
Graziano. Moreover, Mitri has 
only a small metropolitan follow- 


ing because he fought but once 
in the United States. He won a 
lopsided decision over light- 


heavyweight Dick Wagner at the 
Garden, May 19. 

In addition, the fight is being 
staged despiie a strike of the 
Boxing Managers Guild that pre- 
vented three other shows from 
being held in the Garden since 
June 1. And the National Box- 
ing Association has criticized 
LaMotta roundly for defending 
against Mitri, the No. 2 con- 
tender, instead of against Ray 
(Sugar) Robinson, the No. 1 
challenger

SCIENCE MEASURES SCIENCE 


Machine Tests Knowledge 
Of Alberta ‘School Pupils 


By PAT McVEAN 
Buletin Staff Writer 
Science is measuring Alberia 
students’ knowledge of science. 
Their departmental examina- 
tion papers are now being cor- 
rected by a machine which makes 
use of the latest developments in 

electronics. 

Up at Garneau school these 
days, the automatic examination 
correcting machine—the only one 
in use in Canada—is working 16 
hours a day w do what 50 human 
markers were vilcwe required 10 
do manually. 

It's proving particularly suc- 
cessful in marking science and 
mathematics exam papers. 

So “human” is the machine 
that even the department of edu- 
tion’s saff of markers whose et- 
forts are etil) necessery to sup- 
plement the work of the machine 


are practically wideeyed with 
amazement 

The apparatus is adaptable only 
to checking the correct answer 
when it is seiected from a group 
of five or less and underlined by 
the student using a special elec- 
trographic pencil. 

But exam papers this year were 
prepared especially to be marked 
at least in part by the machine 

As a result, as each paper is fed 
through the machine, the gra- 
phite markings left by the elec- 
trographic pencil touch terminals 
on the machine to complete an 
electrical circuit. 

Only if the markings are cor- 
Tectly placed on the answer paper 
is the electrical circuit completed. 
Wrongly placed answers fail to 
complete the circuit and no ele 
trical impulse is recorded. 

The machine swallows the 
papers at the rate of between 
300 and 500 ap hour, Li tabulaies
